Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of 
carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

The specification fails to enable one skilled in the art how to make and/or use a "receiver 

coupled to the antenna control means , and for feeding back the status signals to the 

antenna control means which are used to steer the antenna to lock it onto the RF signals 
received from the satellite " as recited in claim 1, lines 12-20. 
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Note that the specification and drawings indicate that status signals are fed from antenna 
control (17) to antenna interface unit (12) where they are processed to produce steering signals 
which are then fed to antenna (1 1). Therefore, receiver (13) does not appear to feed back any 
status signals as described in claim 1 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 10-12 are allowable because the prior art fails to disclose or suggest a satellite 
television system and corresponding method to provide television channels to each passenger 
comprising an antenna having a steering device for steering in response to control signals, an 
antenna controller to provide the control signals to the antenna and for processing status signals 
derived from the antenna to steer the antenna and for downconverting encoded RF signals, 
receiver to process the downconverted signals, modulator, distribution system, seat electronics 
circuitry for demodulating, decoding and D/A converting the modulated signals and wherein the 
receiver does not perform any decoding and does not perform D/A converting as recited in the 
claims.
